‘FOR AND AGAINST HIS CONFIRMATION

Wasnincrox, January 10.—The judiciary 
‘eommittee of the senate took final action on 
‘the nomination of Mr. Lamar this morning and 
-will report it back, probably at the first execu- 


tive session. The majority report is adverse, 


and the minority favorable to confirmation. 
The nomination of Mr. Vilas to be secretary of 
the interior will be reported favorably, and 
unanimously, and that of Mr. Dickinson to be 
postmaster general will probaby be reported 
by Senator Sawyer, of the postoffice committee, 
at thesametime. There is an understanding 
that if action in the senate is delayed upon the 
nomination of Mr. Lamar, those of Vilas and 
Dickinson shall be taken up and acted upon. 
Secretary Lamar took informal leave of his 
assistants at 12 o’clock to-day. Assistant 
Secretary Muldrow assumed the duties of 
the oflice of secretary pending the confirma- 
tion of General Vilas. 
The bill introduced by Mr. Voorhees in rela- 
tiouto the national banking associations was 
repared by Comptroller of the Currency Tren- 
Sie and embodies amendments to the nation- 
ai jaws suggested by that officer from time to 
time. A statemént prepared by the comptrol- 
ler of the provisions and purpose of the bill, is 
submitted with it, from which it appears that 
the measure forbids that officers of a bank shall 
constitute a majority of the board of directors ; 
requires that the directors shall take an 
oath toinform themselves as to the buSiness 
and condition of the bank; forbids the organi- 
zation of national banks with branches; di- 
vides national banks intotwo classes, those 
with a capital of $250,000 and less and those 
having more than that amount of capital; re- 
duces the ainount of bonds required to be depos- 
ited by smaller banks from one-quarter to one- 
tenth of their capital, that by larger banks from 
$50,000 to $75,000: provides for the customary 
and periodical examination of plates and dies 
used in-printing national bank notes and for 
destruction of material no longer in use; per- 
mits national bank notes to be counted as part 
of the cash reserve of banks; repeals the re- 
quirement that banks extending their corpo- 
rate existence shall, after three years, deposit 
lawful money to the amount of their outstand- 
ing circulation ; extends to the entire national 
bank circulation the provisions of law which 
reserve to the United States, Whatever profit 
arises from a failure of the banks extending 
their corporate existence to redeem. their 
notes; relieves banks of the obligation of keep- 
ing cash reserve against government deposits: 
gives nore elasticity to the present provision 
oflaw which limits the one-tenth of the capi- 
t a bank’s loans of mopey; pro- 
a penalty -for making loans con- 
to law: reduces from &100 
per day the penalty for 
delay in transmitting reports ; amends the pro- 
vision as to put a semi-annual tax upon circu- 
lation by relieving banks from the tax on so 
much of their circulation as is predicated upon 
the minimum deposit of bonds required by 
law; secures to national banks adequate pro- 
tection against such state and municipal taxa- 
tion and assessment as places them at a disad-

Mr. Tilhnan, of South Carolina, introduced 
a bil! in the house making it unlawful for the 
secretary of the treasury, in purchasing bonds 
for either the sinking fund or cancellation, to 
pay a premium exceeding cight per cent above 
par. 
A bill was intfoduced by Senator Edmunds 
to incorporate the Marine Canal company’ of 
Nicaragua for the construction of aship canal 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific coast through 
Nicaragua, partly through Nicaragua and 
partly through Costa Rica. The capital stock 
of tlie company is toconsist of one million 
shares of S100 each, with power to increase the 
number of shares to two million. The affairs 
of the company are to be managed by a board 
of niteen directors chosen for three years, who 
re given authority to make all rules and regu- 
lations not inconsistent with the Jaws of the 
United States or treaty stipulations with 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica.

Several Bills Introduced—The Postal Tele- 
graph Resolution, 
WASHINGTON, January 10.—The speaker an-

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THE CRUISER CHARLESTON, 


Inquiry Into Material Used in its Construc- 
tion—Other Items. 

WASHINGTON, January 10.—Inquiry into the 
quality of steel used in building the cruiser 
Charleston at San Francisco is still progressing 
at the navy department. The statement pub- 
lished a short time ago to the effect that some 
of the steel beams had been broken while in 
the hands of workmen was denied on all sides. 
It appears that a report from Constructor Fer- 
rold, whois superintending the construction 
of the vessel, has been received at the navy 
department explaining the facts in the case. 
Access to this report is at present refused to 
the press, but officers, through whose hands 
the paper has passed, admit that it shows that 
the beams were fractured while being bent 
slightly to serve as deck beams. It also ap- 
pears that the steel of which they were made 
had successfully undergone all of the severe 
tests imposed by the steel board with a view to 
securing reliable, serviceable materia). 

The principal members of the Corean em- 
bassy called at the department of state today 
and paid their respects to Secretary Bayard. 

Arrangements were made for their pre- 
sentation to the president in a few davs. It 
is, therefore. practically settled that the em- 
bassy wili be officially recognized by this 
government.

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GOVERNMENT AID TO EDUCATION. 


A Proposed Amendment to the Consti- 


tutien. 


WASHINGTON, January 10.—Mr. Phelan, of 
Tennessee, introduced in the house today a 
joint resolution proposing the following amend- 
ment to the constitution : 

Article xvi. Section 1. Congress shall have the 
power to grant aid to the public school systems of 
the several states of the union. 

See. 2. The aid so granted shalJl not e®ceed ten 
million dollars annually, to be distributed pro rata 
among the states on the basis of illiteracy. 

Sec. 3. The appropriations so made sball be paid

ANOTHER SERIOUS RAILROAD WRECK 


Several Persons Killed by an Accident Near 
Haverhill, Mass.—Cause of the Dis- 
aster—-Other Casualties. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., January 10.—The-Pert- 
land express, which left Boston for Portlaaid at 
one o'clock, met with a serions accident at 

bradford this afternoon while crossing Havrer- 
hil bridge, over the Merrimac river. The 
train consisted of a locomotive and eight cars. 
It had passed onto the bridge from the Brad- 
ford side in safety when suddenly the forward 
trucks ofthe smoker broke. The smoker ‘was 
hurled upon its side and two coaches were 
thrown off the track and completely wrecked, 
being piled up against . the Wadford. car- 
hovse. The train was on. time and 
running at the ordinary speed. A 
fire alarm . was sounded  immediatély 
and the department. responded, but their ser- 
vices were not needed, as the cars did not take 
fire. Physicians were summoned, and the 
wounded and dying were rapidly cared. for. 


The work of clearing the wreck was imme- | 


diately pushed forward with energy, and at 
3:30 six bodies had been taken from the wreck. 
Several of them were disfigured beyond recog- 
nition. 

This train does not stop at Bradford, and 
was going at a great speed. The Georgetown 
branch train was standing on the track near 
the water tank house, at the Bradford end of 
the bridge, wailing for the express to pass over 
to Haverhill. As the express rounded the 
curve two cars left the rails and went crashing 
into, and demolishing the water tank house, 
ln this house a number of section hands were 
eating dinner. J. O’Brien, a retired merchant 
of Bradford, was talking with the section 
hands and was killed, together with Taylor, 
one of the laborers. The car that crashed into 
the tank house knocked the foundation oat, 
letting the heavy tank down upon the car, 
crushing through the top of the car, and doing 
fearful work within. The next car behind tel- 
escoped the car ahead of it, adding _ to 
the hayoc. The killed and wounded 
were mostly in those two cars. 
The cars behind these two,ran down 
along side the Georgetown train, barely escap- 
ing a collision with the engine of that train. 
The people in the smoker had a fearful ex 
rience. One of the wheels onthe front trick 
broke, and the car bumping against the end 
of the bridge caused it to careen, and the ear 
ran upon the bridge for some distance upon 
the sleepers, then careened the other Jway and 
leaned against the iron work on the side of the 
bridge. The passengers, of whom there were 
about thirty, found themselves at the top ef 
the car, while it seemed fo those who had guf- 
ficient presence of mind to think, that the @ar 
was tumbling off the bridge to the river below, 
The passengers managed to crawl out, nee 
being very scriously injured. Such as were 
able rushed back and helped those who wére 
imprisoned in the wrecked cars. The entire

The ac- 
cident is supposed to have been occasioned b7 
a switch rod breaking after the engine and 
three forward cars had passed over the switch. 


The wheels, axles and journals were found to | 


be sound after the accident. The switch and 
its connections were so badly broken that it is 
impossible at present to ascertain the exact 
truth. The train was one of the finest equipped 
on the road. The train was running, accord- 
ing to the engineer's story, at alout eighteen 
miles an hour. After the smoking car had 
broken apart from the rear portion of the train 
and bounded forward on the bridge, the air 
brake of the car was antomatically applied and 
the ear was thrown on its side. Lt is probable 
that but for this the brake car would have 
fallen into the ice-bound Merrimac river, one 
hundred feet below. 

Thehard pine stringers of the bridge were 
badly splintered, but the bridge, which is of 
iron, withstood thé severe strain and was in no 
way injured. There were about forty passen- 
gers in the smoking car, as near as can be learn- 
ed, but they allescaped without severe injuries, 
although nearly all of them were badlyshaken 
up and a number had their clothing torn from 
their bodies. All the cars were equipped with 
the Baker steam heater and ho portion of the 
cars caught fire. 
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SMALL SHIPMENTS OF COAL, 


The Labor Situation at Reading—A Riotous | 


Striker. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 10.—One of t..e 
Reading strikers at Norristown last night, at- 
tacked an engineer upon his locomotive and 
knocked him down with a coupling pin, and it 
took three men to drive the rioter from the 
engine and arrest him. Heis now locked up 
awaiting trial. There was no meeting of the 
general executive board of the Knights of La- 
bor today, because only three could be got to- 
gether, and it requires four to constitute a 
quorum. Barry, Aylesworth and Shrocker 
are here. McGuire, Carlton and Baily are 
moving about the country and cannot be found 
promptly. If one ofthem should appear to- 
night, the formalities preceding a meeting 
would cause another day’s delay. About 125 
cars of coal patsed down the Reading road to- 
day, all from individual mines. Such of these 
mines as ship over the Reading roading have a 
capacity of JOO cars per day, bat some of it 1s 
dropped along the road before reaching Read- 
Several offers, some as high as 20 per 
cent abuve December’s basis, have been made 
by owners o€ individual mines, but their men 
retused if the coal was to pass over the Read- 
ing road. None of the Schuylkill miners have 
as yet experienced the effects of the strike in a 
financial way. There is still due them two 
weeks’ pay, which they will get Saturday. 
The company will distribute, then, among the 
miners, over $550,000. 

Late developments bring an early settle- 
ment of the Reading railroad difficulties en- 
tirely within'|the range§of probability. It is 
learned that General Manager 8S. B. Whiting, 
of the Coal and Iron company, held quite a 
lengthy conference with General Manager Mc-

PrrrsnurG!Pa., January 10.—On account of 
the great falling off in coke shipments within 
the past month, coke operators have been com- 
pelled to close down their ovens two days a 
week to prevent an overstocked market. A 
few months ago the operators complained of a 
scarcity of cars, but at present they have more 
cars than they have use for. The cause of the 
reduction in the demand of coke is the shut- 
ting down of the rail mills. It is stated that a 
struggie is now in — between 
steel rail manufacturers and railway managers. 
The latter decided not a any rails 
until the price was reduced to $30 per ton. 

The rail manufacturers still demand from 
to $35 per ton, and upon one pretext after an- 
other have closed down their mills one by one, 
etc., until today nearly

PIERCED BY A BULLET. 


A Wealthy Citizen of Chattanooga on His 
Death Bed, 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January 10.—/Spe- 
cial.]—A terrible tragedy occurréd in this city 
about 11 o’clock this morning, which resulted 
in fatal injuries to Lew Owen, one of the 
wealthicst men of Chattanooga. Last summer 
Harry Newman & Co., of Zanesville, Ohio, 
sold out their boot and shoe store on Market 
street, to Barnes & Nix. Six weeksago J. D. 
Barnes disposed of his half interest to Lew 
Owen. This morning about five minutes be- 
fore 11 o’clock, Owen and Barnes met in the 
shoe store and began disputing over a_bed- 
room set, which Owen said was included in 
the stock, which he had purchased. Barnes 
called Owen a liar, when the latter struck the 
former in the face with his left hand. <A dia- 
mond ring on one of his fingers cut a big gash 
in Barnes’ face. Barnes drew a double-action 
Smith & Wesson revolver, and _ fired 
four shots, one of which took ef- 
fect «in Owen's -neck, and = another 
in bis» breast.

Comparative Statement of Production for 
the Past Two Years. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 10,—The Mannu- 
fecturers’ Bulletin of the American Iron and 
Steel association this week gives complete re- 
turns of. the production of Bessemer steel rails 
in this country in 1887, not including a few 
tons which were rolled by iron rolling mills 
from imported blooms, but including all rails 
rolled by bessemer steel works.

When he opened the school yesterday 
morning 260 pupils, with their parents, pre- 
sented themselves at College Temple for enroll- 
ment, and they expect the number will reach

away from the white school, They have esti- 
mated the cost to be about seven thousand dol- 
lars for the present scholastic year 
of ten months, one half of which they 
expect to pay out of matriculation 
fees, and the balance’ by taxation. 
The city is already under a tax of about$3,000,to 
defray current expenses of the city government 
and ~ will have to double the tax in order 
to provide forthe school. They expect to 
hold an election in the fall to vote bonds to 
meet this requirement in the future, and that 
election will settle the destiny of the public 
schools of Newnan.

Words With a Contemporary. 

The Savannah Morning News appears to 
have some views on the propriety of repeal- 
ing the internal revenne laws. In regard 
to the whisky tax, it has these remarks: 

There could be no lighter taxable burden than 
the whisky tax. The whisky drinkers pay it and 
they do not complain. As long as they are satisfied 
there don’t appear to be room for. anybody else to 
complam. Itis doubtful if there are 1,40 people 
directly interested in the thirty-cight distilleries in 
this state, while more than a million Georgians are 
interested in having the taxes on the necessarics of 
life reduced, Ifthe whisky tax were removed, the 
owners of the small distilleries would not make 
any more money than they now do, and it is doubdt- 
ful if either they or the farmers who sel) them corn 
would do as well. The price of whisky would de- 
eline, and competition would become so great that 
there would be no profit in whisky either for the 
grower of corn or the distiller. The truth is that 
the demand for the repeal of the whisky tax does 
not come from the distillers, but from the protec- 
Honists, who hope thatthe repeal ofthe internal 
revenue taxes will prevent any reduction of the 
bariff taxes. 


What our contemporary says about the | 


whisky tax, as a tax, is undoubtedly true. 
It is not much of a burden. Nobody has 
ever complained of itasa tax. We have 
never seen an arcumeut against it as a tax. 
We have never hearda complaint against 
the tax, exceptin sofar as it creates a 
monopoly in favor of the whisky ring, which 
is thus enabled to control new and impecu- 
nious congressmen, and some _ that are 
neither new nor impecunious, 

All the arguments—all the complaints— 
are against the iniquitous law under which 
the tax is collected. The tax is not injuri- 
pus—all the injuries and all the wrongs that 
have been infflicted on citizens of the state 
are not the result of the tax, but of the law 
under which it is collected. Under this 
system, innocent citizens have been arrested 
and dragged from their homes and away 
from their friends without due process of 
law. Women have been insulted, children 
arrested and property destroyed. 

Does the Savannah News, or any other 
democratic newspaper, insist thatan unnec- 
essary tax, which can be collected only by 
means of bloodshed and murder,’is a just 
tax and ought to be continued? Thr Con- 
STITUTION says repeal it, and every genuine 
democrat will agree with us. The tax, 
which is not burdensome as a tax, can be 
rollected by the state, and without the vast 
array of spies, informers, deputies and raid- 
ers that are now employed by the Whited 
States government. Moreover, this tax 
paid into the treasury of the state would be 
a great relief to the farmers and other tax- 
payers. 

Every consideration of prudence, economy 
and justice demands the repeal of the fed- 
pral internal revenue system, which is 
nndemocratic, un-American and infamous 
In its results. Every consideration of pru 
flence and economy suggests that such tax 
asis levied on whisky. should go inte the 
treasuries of the states. 

The argument of our contemporary that 
the repeal of the federal whisky tax would 
reduce the price of whisky to such an ex- 
lent that there would be no profit in its 
manufacture answers itself. Where there 
were no profits there would be no manufact- 
nre. Asto the hopes of the high tariff 
men we know nothing, but wedo know 
that genuine revenue reformers are in favor 
of the repeal of the excise taxes, not only 
because they are unjust and undemocratic, 
but because such repeal would compel a 
yeasonable and judicious reduction of the 
tariff. 


SENATOR BECK proposes to try to answer 
Senator Brown’s speech. We suspected as 
much.

Henry George was born in Philadelphia Septem. 
ber 2, 1839. Aiter receiving an ordinary education 
he entered a printing o tice when about 14 vears old 
and learned to set type. About a year later he en- 
tered a mercantile house asa clerk, Lut soon tired 
of that life also,and atthe age of 16 shipped asa 
sailor. After one yoyage, however, he returned to 
the composing stick and worked as a printer in 
Philadelphia till he was 20 years old, when he went 
to California. On reaching San Francises he joined 
a prospecting party for British Columbia, but, not 
finding the foriune he sought, he returned to San 
Francisco and settled down to hard work as 4 
printer. He soon left the case, however, for work 
us a reporter, was an editor for a time, then started 
a journal of his own, which had a briefterm of ex- 
istence. He obtained a city office in 1877, and while 
in this position wrote “Prozress and Pove1 ty.” He 
returned to New York to publish the work. le 
went to Ireland asa newspaper correspondent in 
18s]. In 188 he made a lecture tour through Enc- 
land, and in 1885 made a similar tour thro gh Scot- 
land. Hehas published several pamphlets, and has 
contributed extensively to newspapers and maga- 
zincs. In 1856 he was candidate for mayor of New 
York, but was defeated.

In December, 1863, Longstreet, who had been con- 
ducting an active campaign in Tennessee, returned 
into Virginia, leaving the noted guerrilla, Cylone!]

Tennessee. December 29 there was a fight between 
General Sturgis and Morgah—the latter having an 
army ofabout 6,000—near New Market, in which 
Morgan wes defeated, In another fight, January 
16, 1864, Morgan made the attack and Sturgis was 
@riven back to Strawberry Plains. Morgan lingered 
in East Tennessee until May, and late in that month 
with a small band of men, he went over the moun. 
tains and raided through eastern Kentucky, plun- 
dering the wealthy districts as he went through. 
Me captured several small towns, dashed into Lex- 
ington, burning the railway station and other prop- 
erty there, and burried on to Frankfort. But Gener. 
al Burbridge was in pursuit, and came up with Mor- 
gan’s men near Cynthiana, and in the fight which 
followed Morgan lest 300 in killed and wounded 
400 prisoners, 1,600 | orses captured. Morgan now 
retreated into East T: Diessee. In Septembr he had 
his forces at Greenville, and Morgan himself and his 
staff were at the house of a Mrs. Williams. General 
Gillem, with troops, sugrounded the house, and Mor- 
gan waskilled while trying to escape. His body was 
sent through the lines under a flag of truce, and was 
buried, with imposing ceremonies, at Abingdon, Va.

All branches 


of the human race keep dogs. There is a differ- 
ence in the character of the dogs kept by the 
savages and those by the civilized, The dogs 
of the savages lack self-reliance, intelligent 
action, fidelity, self-denial and aptitude io an- 
ticipate every want of their masters. The dog 
partakes ol the savagery, meanness, selfish- 
nishness, floppishness and dishonesty of his 
master as well as the nobler qualities that act- 
nate mankind. These qttriities may be inher- 
ited and strengthened through successive gen- 
erations or they may be bred out through suc- 
cessive generations by intelligent care. 

The horse, the elephant and the dog are the 
only three animals that seem in the least to in- 
dicate a decidéd affection for and reliance upon 
their master. The first two simply submit to 
man’s dominion. But the dog is different; his 
master’s home is his home; his master’s 
property is his care; his master’s will is his 
pleasure ; his master’s sport is his pastime ; his 
master’s friends are his friends. 

Scotland’s great poet, Bobbie Burns, wrote 
of the dog: 

“See how the dog worships his master, with 
whet reverence he crouches at his feet, with 
what reverence he looks up to him, with what 
delight he fawns upon him, and with what 
cheerful alacrity he obeys him.”’ 

Byron immortalized the honest, faithful 
watch-dog in: 

“'Tis sweet to hear the watch dcg’s honest bark, 

Bay deep mouthed welcome as we draw near home; 
"Tis sweet t>) Know there is an cye will mark 

Our coming and look brighter when we come,”’ 
“But the poor dog in life the foremost friend, 

The first to welcome, foremost to defend, 

Whore honest beart is sill bis master’s own, 
Who labors, fights, lives, breathes for him alone.’, 


Homer, in the Odyssey, relates a touching 
instance of the attachment of the faithful dog 
to his master. When Ulysses, the king, after 
Jong absence, returned to his palace in the dis- 

uise of a beggar, and was not even recognized 
yy aservant, his faithful dog Argus, decrepid 
with age, had not forgot his master. Homer 
gays: 

“Arcus, the dog, his ancient master knew, 

And not unconscious of his yoice and tread, 

Lifts to the sound his ears and rears his bead, 

He knew his lord—he knew and strove to meet. 

In vain he strove to craw] and lick his feet, 

Yet all he could, bis tail, his cars, his eyes, 

Salute his inaster and confess his joy.”

The dog is the only animal that will follow 
man over earth, and that is capable of being 
an ally with him against all other animals. 
The dog guards the flocks of the barbariag, the 
home of the more civilized, and, among en- 
lightened people, becomes a sagacious and un- 
awerving friend. The dog performs duties for 
the shepherd, the drover, the sportsman and 
about the home, that could not be compassed 
by any other means. 

No animal ever brought under subjection to 
man has assumed such diversified character as 
has the dog. It is one of the most wonderful 
variations of species in the natural history of 
animated nature. Yet, in all this, there is no 
departure from permanent characteristics of 
species. They differ asto form, size, color, 
length of hair, temper, courage and constancy 
of affection; yet, aoe a scientitice point of 
view, they are all the same, and have remain- 
ed so in their attributes since the earliest ages. 
Take the diminutive skye terrier, and compare 
it with the St. Hubert hound, who combines, 
to a considerable degree, the courage and _ te- 
nacity of the bloodhound, with the strength 
and fleetness of the deerhound.

He will be remembered by ConstituTIon 
readers as the negro who was arrested at the 
opera house about two weeks since,on a charge 
of larceny, the stolen goods, consisting of six 
sacks of flour, a bex of tobacco, a banjo, and 
other thinks, being found at the old a ator,

The suspicions of Detectives Reeves and 
Carson were aroused, and investigation tended 
to confirm their belief that Brown was the 
negro who murdered Engineer Andy Ford, at 
Surrency, some six months ago, 

Continued investigation led them to believe 
that Brown had subsequently attempted to 
kili Mr. O. <A. Buddingtoy. By writing, the 
detectives obtained accurate descriptions of 
the criminal in each case, and they tailied ex- 
actly with the prisoner Brown. Yesterday 
ferenoon the detectives took the prisoner from 
the jail, carried him toa gallery on Whitehall 
street, and before the negro Knew exactly what 
was to be done with him, a splendid photo had 
been obtained. The negro threatened to get 
even with the whole business if he ever got 
out. 

Iie is a young negro about twenty-two years 
of age, with a slight mustache, and uses the 
“rice conntry’’ dialect. He is anything but 
prepossessing in his general appearance, and 
the jail officers regard him as a dangerous 
Mal. : 

The two detectives were found yesterday at 
the station house. They say they have traced 
the negro’s record back five years at least.

THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Commissioner Hook Gets Ready His Con. 
struction of a New Law-—Commissioner 
Henderson and Toccoa—Notes.

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THE DAY IN the departments yesterday was 
very quiet. 

GovVEBNOR GORDON WENT down to his Tay- 
lor county plantation yesterday morning. 

JUDGE NISBET, OF the executive departinent, 
returned from Macon yesterday.

JUDGE JAMES Hook, the state school com- 
missioner, has been very busy for several 
weeks past preparing his construction of the 
new school lawand arranging a circular of 
instruction for the teachers of the state. He 
has been overwhelmed with letters from all 
parts of Georgia, asking about the law and has 
not had time to answer half of 
them. He cannot take time to answer 
all these letters, but the questions which are 
embodied in them will be fully answered in 
his written construction of the law, and the 
beforeBmentioned circular, both of which will 
be printed and sent over the state the latter 
part of this week. Itis to be hoped that the 
people will let upon letters fora while and 
vive the commissionerf a breathing = spell. 
‘They will receive full jnformation in due time. 

Atone o'clock today Commissioner Hook 
will lay before the state board of education his 
construction of the law for their approval, 
Governor Gordon and Atiorney General An- 
derson will be on hand, and the mecting will 
be held in Conimissioner Hook’s office.

Iv THE cITy couRT, Judge Howard Van 
Epps presiding, the case of A. D. Rigden vs. 
Jordan and Stewart, for $5,000 damages, was 
concluded. The jury retired at noon and re- 
mained together until six o’clock in the after- 
noon, when Judge Van Epps called the jurors 
into the courtroom and asked them if there 
was any probability of a verdict’s being agreed 
upon. A negative geply was given, and a mis- 
trial was ordered. 

IN THE SUPERIOR couRT, Tudge A. P. 
Adams, presiding, the case against the stock- 
holders of the Citizens bank was resumed. Col- 
onel Nat J. Hammond made an argument 
which lasted unti] the court adjourned. As it 
bore entirely upon law propositions, the jury 
was dismissed pending the argument.

The »roof 
againstehim was so flimsy that the jury gavea 
quick verdict of acquittal. After the \ erdict 
was read, Mr. Walker aslzed the court if 
Anderson could not go free, and Judge Clark 
said he might. Thereupon Anderson left the 
courtroom and went to his lawyer’s office. 
While Mr. Walker and his elient were in his 
office he remembered that another case was 
on the docket against him. The lawyer men- 
tioned this fact to the negro, who rushed out 
the office and made his escape. ¢ 

Washington Allen, a colored boy, was tried 
for shooting ata white man last Christmas. 
He was acquitted. 

John Brown and William Hicks were tried 
for burglary, and the jury was still out when 
the court adjourned. 

Lucinda Mathews, colored, was indicted for 
assault and battery with intent te*° mueder. 
She §pleaded ‘not guilty.’”’ QMr. E. M. 
Mitchell defended her. Several witnesss were 
examined and the court adjourned.

A Talk With Mayor Cooper and 
Mr. F. G. Hancock 


ABOUT THE GRAND JURY'S REPORT 


The Action of the County Commissioners 
in Connection With Contracts— Mr. 
Hunnicutt and the Contracts.

The grand jury's presentment made a few 
days ago and published in last Saturday’s Con- 
STITUTION has caused a good dealof comment. 
Perhaps that part which has provoked the 
most talk is the subjoined report of a specia! 


committee : 
“The undersigned committee of the grand jury, 
appointed to investigate the charge that the county 
commissioners bad let out contracts for public 
works fllewally, have the honor :o report as follows: 
“We find upon careful examination of the records 
and vouchers inthe clerk's office of the commis- 
sion, that all the large contracts for work have been 
given to the lowest bidder, after having been duly 
advertised, and that the suecessful bidder has been 
required to give bond as the law requires. 
“Weregret to add, however, that in some in- 
stances the spirit of the law seemsto have leen 
evaded by makinga number of separate bills for 
sumbing and other work, no one of which exceeds 
100, but which ageregate four and five bundred 
dollars per month, and which were never adyv.t 
tised or let out to the lowest bidder, but performed 
by afirmofwhich one of the compiissioncrs ls a 
member. 
“In some instances, 


too, the charges appearto 
have been from ten to fifieen percent in excess of 
regular ratcs. Thus,in the matter of terra cotta 
pipes, the charges are about ten per cent above the 
customary pri es, andin one instance there is an 
item of $) for drayage, when $3, or at most $5, would 
have been the highest customary price. 

‘‘Algo in the matter of plumber’s time, the charges 
are sometimes about 3344 per cent above the Cus- 
tomary daily wages paid to plumbers 

“In conclusion, we think ita wrong policy, aside 
from the indelicacy of the practice, for a county 
commissioner, or a firm of which he is a member, to 
become a contractor for the yublic work of the 
county, and we hope that a sense of good taste, and 
a decen! regard for enlightened public sentiment] 
will cause a discontinuance of this custom by the 
county commissioners, : 

“F, G. Hancock™® Chairman, 

“Wiliam L, SCRUGGS, 

“J. HENLEY SMITH, 
‘‘Committee.”’ 

“To whom does the committee refer?’’ was 
asked Mayor Cooper, who is secretary of the 
board of county commissioners. 

“Mr. Hunnicutt is the only commissioner 
whois interested in the plumbing business, 
and the inference is the committee refers to 
him.’’ 

‘Tell me about this maiter. Is there any- 
thing wrong in the transactions ?”’ 

“The committee’s report speaks for itself, 
but so. far as I am informed 
there was no fraud _ practiced. Indeed, 
it is safe toconclude that the committee did 
not find nearly so many irregularities as some 
folks expected.” 

‘‘How did the investigation come about ?’”’ 

‘‘You had better see others better informed 
on that point than lam. Iam told, however, 
that rival plumbers instigated the charges 
against Mr. Hunnicutt, and that after the 
various bids for work were examined, it was 
found Hunnicutt’s bids were lower than any 
of them. Iden’t think there’s anything to 
publish in the matter. <A great deal has been 
made about a very little.” 

Mr. F. G.Hancock said that since the matter 
had gone into the newspapers he did not mind 
telling what he knew about it. 

‘Charges were made against a member of 
the board of county commissioners, Mr. Hun- 
nicutt, that he had secured contracts by virtue 
of his position. The matter was brought to 
the attention of the grand jury and a commit- 
tee was instructed to make a searching exam- 
ination of the contracts. The bids were scrut- 
inized, and the utmost care taken to bring out 
allthe facts. We found nothing that was 
tainted with fraud. And I will say that I es- 
teem Mr. Hunnicutt a gentleman of the high- 
est character. [know he is above any dis- 
honest dealings. Because he had better facil- 
ities for filling these contracts, he could under- 
bid others. In some instances the work had to 
be done ina hurry, and thercejwas notime to 
aivertise for the lowest bidder. | Will say, 
however, that had I been in Mr. Hunnicutt’s 
place I would not have taken many of the 
small jobs, but would have given the other 
dealers a showing.”’ 

“Then the ery of frauds and irregularities is 
not sustained by the facts.’’ 

‘“‘No; there has been no fraud. Mr. Hunni- 
cutt was awarded many contracts, but in every 
instance he was the lowest bidder.’’
